National  Coin  Week  has  had  the 
good  fortune  to  secure  time  on  three 
radio  stations  for  broadcasts  in  its  be- 
half. On  March  23rd  on  the  Capt.  Tim 
Healy  “Federated  Stamps  Clubs  of 
America”  regular  Saturday  feature,  a 
few  moments  were  allotted  to  David 
M.  Bullowa,  Chairman  of  Coin  Week 
who  was  interviewed  by  Capt.  Healy  on 
coin  collecting,  over  station  WEAF. 

On  April  4th,  a special  features 
broadcast  was  arranged  by  Ernest  A. 
Kehr  of  the  Herald  Tribune  Hobby 
Staff,  in  which  Messrs.  Farran  Zerbe 
and  David  M.  Bullowa,  spoke  about 
interesting  coin  facts,  and  reasons  for 
becoming  collectors.  This  program  was 
heard  over  station  WNYC,  a City- 
owned  station. 

In  the  evening  of  April  4th,  Mr. 
Vernon  L.  Brown,  Curator  of  the  Chase 
National  Bank  Collection  of  Moneys 
of  the  World,  spoke  on  an  informal 
broadcast,  in  which  David  M.  Bullowa 
and  Walter  Kaner  cooperated,  over  sta- 
tion WWRL.  Mr.  Brown’s  topics  were 
unusual  coins  in  the  exhibit  of  moneys, 
and  an  appeal  to  young  collectors  to 
commence  collecting.

Arthur,  at  the  City  Savings  Bank. 
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The  English  Series  of  Coins  in  the  Cabinet  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society 

By  SYDNEY  P.  NOE,  Curator 


The  extensive  literature  devoted  to 
the  coinage  of  Great  Britain  is  in  itself 
sufficient  to  explain  the  interest  of 
American  collectors.  This  is  the  more 
likely  to  be  true  when  they  are  not 
equipped  with  a reading  knowledge  of 
any  other  language  than  English,  and  in 
consequence  shut  out  of  the  European 
fields.  The  development  of  the  British 
section  of  the  cabinet  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  because  it  owes  so 
much  to  the  generosity  of  its  members, 
provides  strong  evidence  that  there  has 
been  such  an  interest  over  a period  of 
years.  The  field  is  so  tremendous  that 
it  satisfies  even  the  most  ambitious  of 
enthusiasts;  at  the  same  time,  it  offers 
many  interesting  sub-classes  to  attract 
the  student  of  limited  resources.  An 
account  such  as  this  must  confine  itself 
to  the  acquisitions  of  many  years  — I 
must  crave  your  indulgence  if  there  is 
an  occasional  mention  of  some  of  the 
items  which  we  still  lack. 

The  interest  in  Roman  Britain  has 
received  considerable  stimulus  in  the 
past  two  decades  from  the  additions  to 
our  knowledge  of  the  period  through 
excavation,  through  careful  study  of 
the  extent  of  the  Roman  walls,  and, 
singularly  enough,  from  the  revelations 
made  by  photographs  taken  from  air- 
planes, which  record  facts  which  are 
much  less  apparent  from  the  ground 
level.  Coupled  with  this,  there  has  been 
intensified  study  of  the  hoards  which 
are  turned  up  with  some  regularity,  and 
this  is  especially  true  for  the  period 
following  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Romans.  Evidence  of  importance  drawn 
from  one  such  find  has  been  supplied 
through  its  publication  in  the  mono- 
graph series  of  the  American  Numis- 
matic Society,  and  although  these  tiny 


and  rather  unattractive  looking  bronze 
coins  with  which  it  is  concerned  are 
almost  as  insignificant  as  it  is  possible 
for  them  to  be  and  still  continue  to  be 
coins,  their  numismatic  value  is  great. 
Attention  was  drawn  to  the  Roman 
issues  of  an  earlier  date  by  another 
hoard  — the  famous  one  found  in 
France  at  Arras.  One  of  the  medallions 
bore  a type  and  inscription  which  made 
the  reference  to  London  unmistakable. 
To  collectors  who  refuse  to  go  outside 
the  precincts  of  the  Roman  coinage, 
Carausius  and  Allectus  are  names  which 
have  not  lost  their  drawing  power.  It 
is  a little  harder  to  understand  why  the 
coins  of  some  of  their  Anglo-Saxon  suc- 
cessors do  not  have  a like  appeal. 

The  Society’s  cabinet  is  not  strong  in 
either  the  Roman  or  Anglo-Saxon  is- 
sues, but  a beginning  has  been  made, 
and  in  the  older  series,  the  selection  is 
representative  though  small.  The 
Durkee  Collection  provides  us  with  a 
group  of  the  sceattas,  and  when  we 
reach  the  period  of  Aethelred  II,  Cnut 
and  Edward  the  Confessor,  the  repre- 
sentation is  more  generous.  For  this  we 
are  indebted  to  one  of  our  earliest  pa- 
trons, Mr.  Isaac  M.  Greenwood.  The 
probable  reason  for  the  slowness  of 
growth  is  to  be  found  in  the  monoto- 
nous nature  of  these  coinages,  but 
because  ot  the  significance  which  may  be 
found  in  newly  discovered  or  hitherto 
unrecorded  pieces,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
any  readers  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  possess  examples  will  renew  their 
study  of  them  in  an  effort  to  learn 
whether  their  collection  may  not  pro- 
vide a worth-while  supplement  to  what 
we  know. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Normans, 
the  student  has  a much  firmer  foothold 
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so  far  as  historical  statements  are  con- 
cerned. Even  here,  however,  our  show- 
ing is  far  Irom  being  what  one  might 
wish.  Nor  are  we  able  to  change  this 
story  until  we  reach  the  reign  of  Henry 
VIII  and  his  successors.  We  have  some 
exceedingly  rare  pieces  among  the 
nobles  and  angels,  as  well  as  some  hard- 
ly less  noteworthy  pieces  in  silver. 

The  Anglo-French  series  is  not  repre- 
sented in  strength,  despite  its  attractive- 
ness — that  it  offers  a field  that  will 
reward  patient  study  is  an  opinion  that 
might  be  worth  examining. 

As  might  be  anticipated,  the  coinages 
of  Charles  I fare  better  than  those  of 
many  of  his  predecessors.  Again  we 
have  Mr.  Saltus  to  thank  for  our 
strength  in  this  and  the  immediately 
preceding  and  following  issues.  The 
varieties  are  so  numerous  and  the  artist- 
ry displayed  so  considerable  that  the 
appeal  is  obvious.  Simon,  Rawlins,  Briot 
and  Van  der  Passe  are  names  to  conjure 
with,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  each 
has  his  devotees.  Furthermore,  we  have 
the  Siege  Pieces  to  add  their  quota  of 
fascination.  The  series  for  Newark  is 
excellent,  and  we  have  two  of  the 
Pontefract  pieces,  while  the  Ormond 
strikings  for  Ireland  are  far  above  the 
average.  In  addition  there  is  a 'Black- 
smith’s' Half-Crown  struck  in  Kilkenny 
m 1642.  The  Commonwealth  fares  well, 
thanks  to  help  from  the  Morgan  Collec- 
tion, and  so  do  Charles  II  and  some  of 
those  who  follow  him.  As  we  approach 
the  present,  there  is  a steady  growth  in 
numerical  strength. 

Our  collection  of  medals  from  the 
time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  on  is  much 
better  than  that  of  the  coins  — a con- 
dition we  owe  to  the  generosity  of 
Daniel  Parish,  Jr.  Here  the  historical 
events  which  are  familiar  to  everyone 
are  brought  home  in  a way  that  is  im- 
possible through  merely  reading  of 
them.  The  Armada,  the  forays  of 
Admiral  Tromp,  the  doings  of  the  King 
and  his  family,  whether  at  home  or  in 
exile  — these  and  many  more  significant 
happenings  test  our  knowledge  and  pro- 
vide new  applications  of  facts  which 


may  have  been  lost  to  sight.  Some  of 
the  medals  are  engraved;  some  are  hol- 
low shells  following  a practice  which 
seems  to  have  originated  in  Holland 
all  sizes  and  many  shapes  serve  to  dis- 
tinguish the  impressive  group.  The  col- 
lection of  medals  formed  by  Mr.  Parish 
was  presented  to  the  Society  in  1908  fol- 
lowing the  completion  of  its  newly 
erected  building.  It  consisted  of  thirty- 
five  hundred  medals  and  was  particu- 
larly rich  in  those  relating  to  the  History 
of  England.  It  provided  one  of  the  most 
interesting  of  the  sections  at  the  opening 
of  our  museum  in  1908. 

Another  series  which  has  attained 
impressive  proportions  in  the  course  of 
the  years  is  that  of  the  tokens.  We 
have  more  than  a hundred  pieces  in 
lead  — strange  and  crude  in  many 
cases.  Some  of  them  served  as  cloth 
seals.  Most  of  them  are  undated,  but 
they  seem  to  have  been  in  use  fairly 
early  in  the  first  half  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  The  tokens  of  the  seventeenth 
and  early  eighteenth  centuries  are  well 
represented,  and  so  are  the  farthing 
tokens;  so  too  are  those  for  the  eight- 
eenth century,  which  include  72  of 
silver.  A very  intriguing  group  is  com- 
posed of  imitations  of  the  regal  coinage 
—of  these  there  are  over  eighty  varie- 
ties. There  are  12  5 varieties  of  counters, 
and  something  like  fifty  pocket  calen- 
dars. There  are  well  over  fifteen  hun- 
dred varieties,  and  of  course  there  must 
be  many  which  we  lack.  How  many 
readers  know  what  Dock  Forgeries  are? 

The  coinage  of  Scotland  does  not 
seem  to  have  claimed  many  devotees  in 
America.  Perhaps  the  scarcity  of  the 
early  issues  account  for  this.  Thanks 
to  Messrs.  Durkee  and  Parish,  we  have 
the  early  coinage  represented,  but  the 
showing  as  a whole  is  lean  and  meagre. 
This  is  also  true  of  the  Scotch  tokens, 
including  the  interesting  Communion 
Tokens.  For  the  period  of  James  VI 
(James  I of  England),  there  is  some 
improvement. 

Ireland  and  its  coinages  have  always 
been  of  interest  to  American  collectors 

the  veriest  beginner  will  know  somc- 
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thing  about  Wood’s  coinage,  and  there 
are  few  who  will  need  to  be  told  about 
the  Mark  Newby  pieces. 

There  is  also  a fair  showing  of  the 
Gun  Money  — some  twenty-six  varie- 
ties, but  there  are  many  more  that  we 
lack.  Of  the  very  early  coinage  under 
the  Danish  Kings  (979-1100)  we  have 
eleven  pieces  which  we  owe  to  the 
Durkee  Collection.  Coming  down  to 
more  recent  days,  we  have  an  interesting 
set  of  the  patterns  which  the  American 
sculptor  Paul  Manship  submitted  in  the 
competition  for  the  new  coinage 
initiated  in  1928. 

The  British  Colonials  offer  another 
field  not  likely  soon  to  be  exhausted  by 
the  Numismatist.  The  Indian  coins 
alone  would  take  a lifetime.  Other 
fields  are  frequently  overlapped,  as,  for 
example,  the  West  Indies  cut  and 
counterstamped  issues,  but  this  seldom 
proves  disturbing.  The  mintings  for 


Hong  Kong  and  the  Straits  Settlements 
take  one  into  the  Orient  with  a venge- 
ance and  the  history  of  the  Trade  Dol- 
lar carries  one  into  economics.  Modern 
strikings  for  protectorates  and  mandates 
frequently  drive  one  to  the  Statesman’s 
Year  Book  to  settle  queries  that  arise. 
Our  cabinet  is  able  to  meet  most  of  the 
demands  made  upon  it,  thanks  to  a 
policy  of  acquiring  current  coins  as  soon 
as  we  learn  of  them. 

English  collectors  study  their  coins 
so  intensively  it  would  seem  that  there 
was  scant  chance  for  finding  something 
that  is  new,  but  although  this  is  true 
for  the  products  of  the  home  mints 
during  the  past  three  or  four  centuries, 
there  are  branches  which  have  suffered 
neglect,  and  the  acclaim  which  wel- 
comes any  addition  to  our  knowledge 
is  reason  enough  to  provoke  the  lively 
interest  of  students  in  the  long  and 
intricate  British  coinages.

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RAILROAD  NOTES 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


The  Shelby  8C  Detroit  Railroad 
Company 

Under  date  of  March  7th,  1834  the 
legislature  council  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan  passed  an  Act  to  incorporate 
the  “Shelby  and  Detroit  Railroad  Com- 
pany” with  power  to  construct  a single 
or  double  railroad  from  Shelby  in  the 
County  of  Macomb  to  the  City  of 
Detroit.  The  Act  was  amended  sew 
eral  times  extending  the  time  for  con- 
struction and  also  the  line  of  road  from 
Detroit  to  the  Village  of  Utica,  and 
Romeo  to  the  Village  of  Port  Huron, 
the  capital  stock  was  increased  and 
name  changed  to  “Detroit,  Romeo  and 
Port  Huron  Railroad  Co.” 

That  this  road  constructed  and  oper- 
ated a line  is  obvious  by  the  following 
statement  taken  from  page  439- --History 
of  Macomb  Co. — Mich.  (Leeson  1882). 
“The  line  from  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
road to  Utica  of  the  "Detroit  6?  Bay 
City  R.R.1  ” runs  on  the  embankment, 
thirty  years  old  in  1872,  constructed 
by  the  Detroit  6?  Shelby  R.R.  The 
motive  power  of  the  D.  U S.  was  horse, 
and  considerable  traffic  was  carried  on 
between  Detroit  6?  Utica,  the  old 
Detroit  6?  Pontiac  depot  being  used  as 
the  terminus.  This  road  is  now  a part 
of  the  N.  Y.  Central  System. 

The  Florida,  Atlantic  3C  Gulf 
Central  Railroad  Co. 

The  F.  A.  & G.  C.  R.R.  Co.  was 
incorporated  by  a special  act  of  the  leg- 
islature of  the  State  of  Florida,  ap- 
proved Jan.  24,  1851.  This  company 
constructed  during  the  period  1857  to 
1860  a line  of  single-track,  5-foot  gauge 
railroad  extending  in  a westerly  direc- 


tion from  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  to  Lake 
City  in  the  same  State,  a distance  of 
59.3  miles. 

Under  provisions  of  the  Internal  Im- 
provement Act  of  Florida  of  1855  the 
State  granted  to  the  F.  A.  U G.  C.  the 
alternate  odd  numbered  sections  of 
state-owned  land  within  6 miles  of  its 
line  of  road,  and  a right-of-way  two 
hundred  feet  wide  through  the  same 
state  owned  lands.  This  Company 
operated  under  its  own  management 
until  1868.  In  July  1868  the  line  was 
sold  to  the  Florida  Central  Railroad 
Co.,  (incorporated  July  29,  1868).  After 
several  mergers  and  changes  of  name 
this  road  was  finally  merged  with  the 
Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway. 


The  Clinton  and  Port  Hudson 
Railroad  Company 

The  Clinton  and  Port  Hudson  Rail- 
road Company  was  incorporated  by 
Special  Act  ot  the  State  oi  Louisiana 
February  7th,  1833  and  constructed  a 
narrow  gauge  railroad  running  from 
Clinton  to  Port  Hudson,  La.  a distance 
of  about  22  miles. 

This  road  was  sold  under  foreclosure 
March  5,  1853  and  on  March  8,  1853 
the  Clinton  6?  Port  Hudson  Railroad 
was  formed  to  acquire  the  foreclosed 
property.  In  addition  to  this  property 
the  new  company  also  owned  2 miles 
of  line  running  from  Port  Hudson  to 
Port  Hickey,  La.,  acquired  by  construc- 
tion. On  October  15,  1889  nine  miles 
of  the  line — Clinton  to  Ethel — -was  con- 
veyed to  the  Louisville,  New  Orleans 
and  Texas  Ry.  Co.,  now  part  of  the 
Yazoo  U Mississippi  Valley  System, 
and  on  December  20,  1899  the  re- 
mainder of  the  line  was  conveyed  to 
The  Financial  Improvement  Co. 
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Sixty  Years  Ago 
In  The  Coin  Collectors  Journal 


April  1880  The  coins  of  the  United 
States — Cents  and  Half  Cents  of  1796. 
Copperheads  of  New  York  City,  1862' 
64.  Names  of  Noted  Coins,  and  their 
Origin. 

Auction  Sales — Collection  of  Samuel 
A.  Bispham  of  Philadelphia  — among 
the  pieces  sold  were  shekel  and  half 
shekel  at  $30  and  $29;  Willow  tree 
shilling  $19;  Pine  tree  shillings  $1.50 
to  $7.  each;  1795  half  eagle,  large  re' 
verse  $28.50;  1815  half  eagle  $150. 
“ (hut  this  was  not  a bona  fide  sale,  as 
the  coin  was  owned  by  Mr.  Feuardent 
who  bid  it  up  to  that  figure  and  was 
obliged  to  keep  it)”.  We  really  don’t 
blame  Mr.  F.  for  deciding  to  keep  such 
a rarity.  Gold  dollars,  rare  proofs, 
1858  to  1876,  $1.05  to  $1.50  each. 
Small  proof  sets — 1867  with  5c  with 
rays  $3.00;  1877,  $1.60;  1796  half  dob 
lar  15  stars  fine  $48.;  1797  half  dollar, 
fine  but  scratched  $50.;  1836  half  dob 
lar  milled  edge,  fine  $5.75;  1852  fine 
$6.50. 

It  is  stated  that  a proof  set  of  the 
gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  of  1843 
was  being  offered  by  a Wall  St.  bullion 
broker,  “the  price  asked  and  of  course 
never  obtained  was  $50.” 

The  following  is  quoted  as  a descrip' 
tion  of  an  auction  sale: 

The  collection  of  Mr.  Samuel  Carter, 
of  Brooklyn;  catalogued  by  himself,  was 
sold  by  Bangs  6?  Co.,  on  March  22,  23, 
24  and  25;  there  were  many  fine  coins 
in  it;  but  it  was  rather  too  much  spread 
out  to  keep  up  the  interest  for  four 
days;  as  a two'day  sale  it  would  have 
probably  been  a success.  The  lack  of 
catalogues  was  manifest  for  a week  prior 
to  the  sale;  applications  for  catalogues 
were  sent  from  a great  many  numis' 


matists  who  could  not  be  supplied;  our 
publishers  state  that  they  only  had 
fifty  for  distribution,  which  of  course 
were  sent  to  their  heaviest  customers, 
and  we  suppose  other  dealers  were 
obliged  to  do  much  the  same.  The  at' 
tendance  of  five  to  ten  persons  at  the 
sale  developed  the  fact  that  the  buyers 
did  not  have  confidence  in  Mr.  Carter’s 
descriptive  ability,  and,  as  is  usually  the 
case,  when  a private  person  prepares 
his  own  catalogue  he  paid  very  dear 
for  his  experience;  the  collection  he 
anticipated  would  bring  $3,000;  but 
was  willing  to  sell  it  outright  for  $1,800. 
cash;  and  would  have  been  cheap  from 
what  we  saw;  the  entire  sale  realized 
about  $1,100;  an  example  of  false  ecom 
omy  surely;  we  regret  that  Mr.  Carter’s 
experience  should  have  been  so  costly, 
for  the  catalogue  was  prepared  with 
great  research,  and  any  misrepresenta' 
tion  must  have  been  the  fault  of  those 
who  described  for  the  sales  at  which 
Mr.  Carter  usually  purchased.

Mr.  Alexander  H.  Stephens  obtained 
leave  to  report  favorably  on  a resolu' 
tion  requesting  the  Director  of  the 
Mint  to  strike  off  100  pieces  each  of  the 
gold  Stella  dollar,  the  silver  Metric 
dollar,  and  the  Goloid  dollar,  for  the 
use  of  the  committee.  We  should  be 
gratified  to  learn  for  what  purpose 
these  patterns  will  be  used  in  such 
great  quantities,  and  just  how  long  the 
committeemen  will  be  able  to  retain 
them  after  their  constituents  hear  of  this.

The  Altar  at  Lyons 


In  BC  10  representatives  of  the  sixty 
tribes  of  Gaul  gathered  at  their  princi- 
pal  city,  Lugdunum,  for  the  purpose  of 
dedicating  the  altar  which  had  been 
erected  there  in  honor  of  Rome  and 
Augustus.  The  occasion  was  one  of 
importance  for  the  altar  was  as  much 
a tribal  monument  of  the  Tres  Galliae 


as  it  was  a tribute  to  Rome  and  the 
emperor.  Altho  the  structure  has  long 
since  disappeared  its  appearance  is  not 
unknown  to  us  as  it  is  depicted  on  the 
local  bronze  coinage  struck  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Concilium  Galliarum 
from  BC  10  to  AD  21.  The  common 
reverse  type  of  the  series  is  a represent 


tation  of  the  altar  with  the  legend  ROM 
ET  AVG.  The  structure  is  shown  to 
be  rectangular,  decorated  in  front  with 
a wreath  between  two  laurel  trees  in 
bas-relief.  At  the  ends,  detached  from 
the  altar  itself,  are  columns  surmounted 
with  winged  Victories,  each  holding  a 
palm  branch  and  garland.  Decorations 
appear  on  the  extreme  right  and  left 
of  the  front  and  eight  small  objects  are 
placed  on  top  of  the  altar.  Various  sug- 
gestions have  been  made  to  explain 
these  objects  and  it  appears  that,  in 
some  way,  they  symbolize  the  Gallic 
tribes.  The  coins  of  Augustus  (BC  10 
to  AD  14)  bear  his  portrait  on  the 
obverse  with  the  legends  CAESAR 
PONT  MAX  and  CAESAR  AVGVS- 
TVS  DIVI  F PATER  PATRIAE.  The 
coinage  of  Tiberius  runs  from  AD  10 
to  AD  21.  The  obverses  bear  his  por- 
trait with  legends  TI  CAESAR  DIVI 
AVG  F AVG  VST  VS,  and  TI 
CAESAR  AVG  VST  (I)  IMPERAT 
(OR)  V,  the  latter  also  occurring  with 
imperatorial  date  VII.  The  denomina- 
tions are  those  usual  to  the  Imperial 
system,  the  sestertius,  dupondius,  as, 
and  semis.

VIA  CONDER  TOKENS 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


Although  Belfast  is  certainly  an  old 
town,  there  is  not  a single  monument  of 
antiquity  upon  whieh  to  found  a con- 
jecture as  to  its  exact  age.  It  is  said 
that  a castle  was  built  in  or  about  1177 
by  John  de  Courcy,  but  same  was  de- 
stroyed by  Edward  Bruce  in  1316.  The 
building  known  as  Belfast  Castle  was 
finally  burnt  in  1708.  Insofar  as  this 
article  is  concerned,  there  is  not  a single 
token  known  to  have  been  issued  either 
by  the  merchants  of  Belfast  or  by  the 
City  Fathers. 

Transportation  is  obtained  and  we 
resume  our  journey  southwards  towards 
Dublin.  The  name  Dublin  signifies  the 
'‘Black  Pool”.  This  city  dates  back  of 
the  year  291,  as  in  that  year,  history 
records  that  the  inhabitants  of  Leinster 
were  defeated  by  the  people  of  Dublin. 
It  is  also  known  that  in  the  9th  century 
Dublin  was  attacked  by  the  Danes  and 
taken  by  them. 

Although  the  city  has  many  historic- 
ally important  buildings  within  its 
boundaries,  none  of  these  have  been 
commemorated  in  the  series  of  tokens 
under  discussion.  However,  during  our 
stay  in  the  city  we  visit  the  cathedral 
of  Christ  Church,  or  Holy  Trinity,  the 
older  of  the  two  Protestant  cathedrals 
in  the  possession  of  Dublin.  This 
church  was  founded  by  Sigtryg,  a Chris- 
tianized king  of  the  Danes  at  Dublin  in 
1038.  The  edifice  contains  among  other 
monuments,  one  to  Strongbow,  an  in- 
vader of  Ireland.  After  inspecting 
Christ  Church  we  visit  the  other 
Protestant  cathedral  located  in  this  city 
—St.  Patrick’s.  This  latter  church  was 
founded  in  1190  in  an  attempt  to  super- 
sede the  older  foundations  of  Christ 
Church.  From  St.  Patrick’s  we  proceed 
to  Dublin  Castle  standing  high  above 
the  city,  and  occupying  about  10  acres 
of  ground.  However,  except  for  St. 
Patrick’s  Hall  the  apartments  arc  small 
and  the  building  of  unimposing  ap- 
pearance. This  castle  was  originally 


built  in  the  first  two  decades  of  the  13th 
century.  Opposite  the  castle  is  the  City 
Hall  built  in  1779.  From  the  latter 
place  our  meanderings  take  us  to  the 
Bank  of  Ireland  begun  in  1729,  and 
Trinity  College  (or  Dublin  University) 
built  in  1759. 

During  our  stay  in  Dublin  we  also 
visit  the  more  important  of  the  innum- 
erable charitable  institutions,  among 
which  are  the  Blue  Coat  Hospital, 
founded  in  1670  and  devoted  to  the 
education  and  maintenance  of  sons  of 
citizens  in  poor  circumstances;  Steevens 
Hospital  founded  by  Dr.  Richard 
Steevens  in  1720;  Royal  Hospital  for 
incurables  founded  in  1744,  and  Ro- 
tunda lying-in-hospital  founded  in 
1759. 

Illustrations  No.  108  to  No.  122  will 
give  the  reader  a fair  conception  of  the 
nature  and  design  of  the  tokens  issued 
as  part  of  this  series  whieh  have  been 
attributed  to  Dublin. 

Token  No.  108-109  deserves  a para- 
graph by  itself  inasmuch  as  it  surely  is 
an  oddity.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
inscription  reads  ’to  prevent  the  abuse 
of  charity,  in  the  consumption  of 
whiskey,  this  is  given  to  the  poor  in 
Dublin’.  The  explanation  of  this  token 
is  that  while  the  poorer  inhabitants  of 
the  city  were  given  to  soliciting  alms 
on  the  streets  of  the  town,  such  gratu- 
ities as  they  received  were  spent  for 
liquor  rather  than  food,  the  result  being 
that  the  City  fathers  had  to  see  that 
their  people  did  not  starve.  It  was  to 
stop  this  abuse  of  charity  that  the  token 
illustrated  was  issued,  and  while  it 
seems  of  small  value  it  was  good  for 
two  quarts  of  soup  (?)  and  proved  to 
be  a huge  success  inasmuch  as  the  habits 
of  sobriety  were  vastly  increased. 

Particular  attention  should  also  be 
given  to  token  No.  114  which,  strange 
as  it  may  seem,  bears  the  arms  and 
crest  of  the  United  States  ol  America.

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Importance  of  the  Style  and 
Preservation  of  Ancient  Coins 

By  PAUL  SZEGO,  Ph.D. 


The  state  of  preservation  of  an 
Ancient  Coin  is  an  important  considera- 
tion  when  purchasing  coins.  It  is  a 
most  erroneous  conception  on  the  part 
of  the  layman  to  think  that  an  ancient 
coin,  which  was  struck  about  twenty- 
five  centuries  ago,  must  necessarily  be 
a battered  derelict,  to  show  its  age. 
Anything  that  is  worn  beyond  display- 
ing its  once  beautiful  countenance  in  a 
still  enjoyable  riianner  is  simply  junk, 
whether  it  was  struck  twenty-five  or 
twenty-five  hundred  years  ago. 

A piece  that  can  honestly  be  called 
a “collector’s  coin”  must  be  in  decent 
condition.  There  are  naturally  various 
degrees  of  preservation  from  “fair”  to 
“uncirculated.”  A coin  that  an  honest 
dealer  calls  “fair”  is  really  just  fair, 
just  passing.  A “good”  coin  is,  curi- 
ously, not  any  too  good  and  stands 
still  low  enough  in  the  numismatic 
galaxy. 

A coin  that  has  never  been  in  circu- 
lation, but  was  buried  in  some  treasure- 
trove,  to  see  the  light  of  day  only  in 
our  time,  is,  naturally,  a piece  as  fresh 
as  if  it  would  have  been  struck  but 
yesterday.  Such  a coin,  usually  show- 
ing in  great  perfection  all  the  beauties 
of  the  die,  is  a rare  and  sought-after 
piece  and,  consequently,  quite  ex- 
pensive. 

If  the  coin  shows  the  slightest  signs 
of  circulation,  usually  some  smoothness 
at  the  heights  of  its  relief,  we  call  it 
“very  fine.”  A coin  that  had  somewhat 
more  wear,  but  evenly  distributed,  may 
still  be  called  “fine”  or  “very  good.” 

The  collector  need  not  concentrate  on 
buying  uncirculated  coins  or  only  very 
fine  ones,  which  are  expensive  and  would 
put  too  close  barriers  to  his  activity. 
But  he  should  not  form  his  collection 
of  numismatic  slum-dwellers  either.  He 
positively  should  not  acquire  pieces  that 
are  battered,  worn  or  cut  into,  except 


if  the  mutilation  has  come  about  in 
classical  times  as  testing  stab  or  counter- 
mark.  No  matter  how  rare  or  out- 
standingly beautiful  a coin  once  was,  if 
it  had  been  mishandled  by  ignorant 
people,  the  collector  should  pass  it  up. 
He  will  be  happier  without  that  coin 
than  with  it. 

Coins,  on  the  other  hand,  that  were 
beautiful  pieces  in  their  time  but  are 
now  somewhat  evenly  worn,  yet  not 
forcibly  deformed,  can  be  enjoyed  even 
if  they  are  only  “very  good”  coins. 

There  are  even  cases  when  a bit  of 
wear  is  becoming  to  a coin.  The  sharp 
edges,  the  precise  features  arc  benevo- 
lently smoothed  away,  giving  the  silver 
a mellowed,  friendly  quality.  The  col- 
lector’s ability  in  judging  when  wear 
helps  or  mars  the  beauty  of  a coin  is 
quite  important. 

Here  is  the  point  where  preservation 
and  artistic  style  cross  each  other’s  path. 
It  is  important  to  have  well  preserved 
pieces  in  one’s  collection,  but  more  im- 
portant still,  to  have  coins  of  artistic 
beauty.  The  good  state  of  preservation 
can  never  atone  for  an  atrocious  design, 
while  noble  lines  and  forms  may  be  per- 
ceived in  even  a somewhat  worn  coin, 
if  its  state  does  not  show  anything  worse 
than  circulation.  Ultimately  it  is  the 
artistic  merit  that  makes  an  ancient  coin 
the  epitome  of  beauty  and  the  object  of 
the  collector’s  desire. 

Now— what  is  style  in  a coin?  The 
same  as  in  any  other  object  of  art:  how 
and  in  what  manner  does  the  artist  ex- 
press what  he  has  to  say.  The  artist 
is  a highly  creative  individual,  endowed 
with  more  feeling  and  with  a different 
nervous  makeup  than  the  average  lay- 
man. And,  while  there  were  accepted 
trends  and  official  schools  in  ancient 
Greece  (as,  for  instance  the  Attic

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It  would  seem  that  the  1856  S dime 
has  the  small  date  instead  of  the  large 
as  listed  in  the  Standard  Catalogue.  We 
are  indebted  to  Mr.  B.  Max  Mehl  for 
calling  our  attention  to  this  fact. 


Many  of  the  Morgan  type  silver 
coins  1892-1916  are  still  under  valued 
in  the  Standard  Catalogue.  Collectors 
who  have  tried  to  complete  these  series 
know  that  they  get  just  so  far  and 
then  stop.  The  dates  they  lack  are 
invariably  the  same  dates  other  collec- 
tors  are  searching  for.  San  Francisco 
half  dollars  of  1901,  1902  and  1903  are 
stickers  and  most  collectors  need  them. 
A large  number  of  these  coins  brought 
over  catalogue  valuation  in  the  Morgen- 
thau  sale  of  March  14th  where  nearly 
a complete  collection  was  offered. 


The  demand  for  dollars  of  1851, 
1852  and  1858  is  interesting  as  show 
ing  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
general  collectors  of  U.  S.  coins.  While 
these  dates  have  always  been  rare, 
until  recent  years,  they  have  never  been 
rated  as  good  property  by  the  larger 
dealers.  Now,  few  dealers  have  them 
in  stock  and  the  prices  are  much  better 
stabilized.  Dollars  are  becoming  more 
and  more  popular  among  present  day 
collectors. 


The  so-called  Nevada  Dollar  of  1876 
was  really  a dollar  sized  medal  sold  at 
the  Nevada  exhibition  in  the  1876  Ex- 
position. 2,526  pieces  were  struck  at 
the  Philadelphia  mint.  No  wonder 
they  are  scarce.

From  Wm.  Evans,  Chicago: 

THE  STANDING  LIBERTY 
QUARTERS 

What  has  happened  to  the  Standing 
Liberty  Quarters,  have  they  gone  the 
way  of  the  commemorative  half  dol- 
lars? Dealers  used  to  regard  quarters 
as  the  slowest  moving  coins  of  all  the 
U.  S.  series  until  a few  years  ago  some- 
one in  Chicago  turned  the  heat  on  them 
and  they  went  up  in  price  beyond  all 
proportion.  Bank  clerks  all  over  the 
country  scanned  their  quarters  to  End 
those  on  which  the  date  showed  and 
passed  them  on  to  the  collecting  fra- 
ternity until  the  demand  diminished  to 
almost  nothing  and  the  market  for 
circulated  quarters  became  exhausted. 
There  is  still  a good  demand  for  strictly 
uncirculated  specimens  with  full  head, 
knee,  and  bust  of  Liberty. 

The  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  had 
a short  career  of  sixteen  years  and 
underwent  many  changes.  It  was  first 
introduced  to  the  public  in  January 
1917  together  with  the  new  half  dol- 
lar. The  dime  was  the  first  to  make 
its  appearance  in  October  1916  and 
met  with  the  approval  of  all  concerned 
without  any  changes  from  its  introduc- 
tion up  to  date.  The  quarter  and  half 
dollar  were  coined  in  Dec.  1916.  The 
half  dollar  was  acceptable  to  all  and 
went  without  change  except  lor  the 
placing  of  the  mint  mark  on  the  re- 
verse in  July  1917.  Students  of  heraldry 
found  no  fault  with  the  design  itself 
but  claimed  that  Liberty  should  be 
shown  walking  to  the  right,  facing  the 
future  instead  of  the  past.  This  criticism 
was  also  made  of  the  reverse — the  de- 
fiant eagle  fighting  with  its  back  to  the 
wall  instead  of  facing  to  the  right  as  in 
its  present  form. 

The  Standing  Liberty  Quarter  was 
designed  by  Herman  A.  MacNeil.  Sev- 
eral sculptors  were  commissioned  to  sub- 
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mit  sets  of  models.  From  more  than 
fifty  models  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
McAdoo  and  Mr.  Wooley,  Director  of 
the  Mint,  selected  the  sets  for  the  half 
dollar,  quarter,  and  dime. 

The  Standing  Liberty  Quarter,  is  the 
only  coin  since  1916  bearing  stars, 
which  were  so  prominent  on  our  early 
coins.  The  obverse  was  considered 
strikingly  beautiful.  Miss  Dora 
Doscher  posed  for  Mr.  MacNeil  who 
designed  the  female  figure,  on  the 
quarter.  She  was  referred  to  by  her 
friends  as  ‘"the  girl  on  the  quarter”. 
Miss  Doscher  was  22  years  old  and  5 
feet  4|/2  inches  in  height.  Through  her 
own  efforts  she  developed  from  an  in- 
valid  child  to  a most  perfect  type  of 
American  womanhood.  She  was  a lec- 
turer,  scenario  writer,  and  trained 
nurse.  During  the  World  War  she  en- 
rolled for  service  in  the  Red  Cross. 
H er  figure  surmounts  the  Pulitzer 
Memorial  Fountain  which  stands  in  the 
Plaza  in  New  York  City.  She  also 
posed  for  Mr.  Bitters  “Diana”  which 
stands  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art. 

Mr.  MacNeil’s  “Liberty”  on  the 
quarter  was  considered  a beautiful  piece 
of  work.  The  idea  conceived  by  the 
artist  is  highly  expressive  of  National 
sentiment.  The  figure  descends  a flight 
of  steps  in  an  attitude  of  welcome  to 
the  world.  In  one  extended  hand  she 
holds  a laurel  branch  denoting  peace 
and  on  the  left  arm  she  carries  a shield. 
Though  she  offers  peace  first  she  is  pre- 
pared to  defend  her  honor  and  her 
rights.  The  design  suggests  a step  for- 
ward in  civilization,  protection,  and  de- 
fense, with  peace  as  the  ultimate  goal. 

The  obverse  met  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  advanced  numismatists  and 
the  powers-that-be  in  the  collecting 
world;  but  the  reverse  of  the  quarter 
came  in  for  much  criticism.  The  com- 
plaints poured  into  Washington  so  fast 
that  a change  was  deemed  necessary. 
The  complaints  stated  that  the  eagle 
was  too  low;  the  wings  were  too  large 
for  the  body,  and  that  the  bird  did  not 
look  like  an  eagle.  It  was  also  stated 


that  the  thirteen  stars  were  too 
crowded,  in  fact  everything  was  wrong! 
A change  was  ordered  July  16th  and  in 
October  1917  the  revised  quarters  were 
issued.  The  most  noticeable  change  is 
on  the  reverse.  The  eagle  had  been 
raised  to  the  center  of  the  coin  and 
three  stars  appear  below  the  eagle.  On 
the  obverse  the  features  ol  the  head  of 
Liberty  appear  stronger,  the  laurel 
branch  in  Liberty’s  hand  does  not 
engage  the  L,  there  are  fewer  dots  on 
the  shield,  and  the  undraped  bust  form- 
erly used  was  given  what  looks  like  a 
corsage.  The  comparison  of  the  old 
with  the  new  pieces  convinced  the  col- 
lectors that  an  improvement  had  been 
made.  The  changes  were  so  pronounced 
that  collectors  need  both  issues  of  1917 
to  make  their  collection  complete. 

In  1924  another  change  was  made. 
The  date  was  countersunk  to  keep  it 
from  wearing  off  like  the  previous 
coins,  and  in  late  1930  this  type  was 
discontinued.  The  Washington  Bi- 
Centennial  offered  an  opportunity  to 
adopt  an  entirely  new  design,  commem- 
orating the  200th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Washington,  although  this  is 
not  termed  a commemorative  coin  by 
collectors.  Sculptors  were  asked  to  sub- 
mit designs  for  the  new  quarter.  One 
of  the  requirements  named  was  the 
bust  of  Washington  must  be  modeled 
along  the  lines  of  the  celebrated  Jean 
Antoine  Houdon  bust. 

The  Washington  Quarter  was  de- 
signed by  John  Flanagan.  (On  the 
truncation  of  the  bust  in  small  incuse 
letters,  J.  F.)  Mr.  Flanagan  probably 
had  in  mind  the  universal  objection  to 
the  1916  quarter,  that  after  a little  wear 
the  date  on  the  obverse  became  almost 
obliterated,  so  he  placed  the  date  be- 
tween the  truncation  of  the  bust  and  the 
rim  of  the  coin;  both  are  considerably 
higher  than  the  figures  of  the  date, 
giving  it  ample  protection  from  wear 
The  new  Washington  Quarters  were 
struck  in  June  and  July  and  made  their 
first  appearance  to  the  public  August 
1st,  1932.

Under  this  heading  it  is  proposed  to  show  many  of  the  unpublished  or  rarely 
seen  early  medalets  and  tokens  of  our  country.  They  will  not  be  listed  in  any 
special  order  but  will  be  numbered  as  a matter  of  convenience.  Collectors  who  are 
able  to  supply  any  interesting  information  are  invited  to  do  so.  Full  credit  will 
be  given. 


The  following  very  popular  medalets 
are  of  the  Civil  War  period. 

13  Fireman’s  medal  1860.  Silver, 
copper  and  brass. 

14  Fort  Sumter  medal  1861.  Silver, 
copper  and  brass. 

15  Monitor  and  Merrimac  1862.  First 
battle  between  iron  clad  war  ves' 
sels.  Silver,  copper  and  brass. 

From  Alfred  Z.  Reed,  New  York  City: 

“In  an  article  appearing  in  your 
February  issue  I mentioned  several  ways 
in  which  the  Peale  family  was  con' 
nectcd  with  coins,  medals  and  tokens. 
The  Philadelphia  Museum  was  founded 
in  1784  by  Charles  Willson  Peale,  the 
famous  artist,  pupil  of  Benjamin  West 
and  contemporary  of  Gilbert  Stuart, 


and  was  managed  during  its  later  years 
by  his  youngest  son,  Titian  Ramsay 
Peale,  a naturalist.  Forty  years  later 
another  son  opened  Peak’s  Museum 
and  Gallery  of  the  Fine  Arts  in  New 
York  City.  Both  of  these  institutions 
issued  copper  admission  tokens.  After 
the  elder  Peak’s  death  in  1827,  Chris' 
tian  Gobrecht  engraved  a commemora' 
tive  medal.  He  also  engraved  the  flying 
eagle  reverse  of  the  1836  dollar,  which 
was  designed  by  Titian  Ramsay  Peak. 

Since  writing  this  article  a descendent 
of  Charles  Willson  Peak  has  called  my 
attention  to  still  another  link.  Franklin 
Peak,  an  older  brother  of  Titian  Rani' 
say,  was  Chief  Coiner  between  1839 
and  1854.  It  is  a reasonable  inference 
that  he  had  been  connected  with  the 
Mint  in  an  official  capacity  before  then.

school,  or  the  (Ionian  or  Sicilian),  ulti- 
mately one  individual  is  yet  different 
from  the  other  and  expresses  his 
thoughts  and  ideals  differently  from  the 
next  one.  Thus  one  coin-die  of  the 
same  Greek  city  may  have  been  en- 
graved by  a genius,  while  at  the  other 
bench  there  labored  an  average  crafts- 
man. Thus  in  the  same  city  and  at  the 
same  time  there  have  been  issued  out- 
standing coins  and  mediocre  ones. 

Further,  there  were  different  ideals 
and  still  more  varying  examples  of  ar- 
tistic attainments  or  degeneration  as 
times  wore  on.  There  is  a vast  differ- 
ence between  a coin  struck  in  very  early, 
so-called  “archaic”  times,  and  those  of 
the  best  style  or  decadence. 


We  have  no  space  or  opportunity  to 
describe  here  in  detail  the  characteristics 
of  Grecian  art.  While  in  a subsequent 
issue  we  intend  to  give  the  reader  a 
more  detailed  account  of  the  artistic 
style  in  Greek  coins,  for  the  time  being 
we  have  to  come  to  the  closing  point  of 
our  present  discussion:-  i.e.  style  is 
what  we  have  to  consider  first  and 
essentially  in  Greek  coins.  If  the  style 
is  superb,  or  at  least  beautiful  and 
strong,  that  is  the  coin  to  buy  even  in 
a modest  form  and  in  a mediocre 
preservation. 

Mediocre  art,  on  the  other  hand,  in 
a coin  is  less  desirable  even  if  the  piece 
is  in  flawless  condition.
